had been carried I)?, the 76th regi- 
ment in every battle in. which it had 
been engaged at Fort Donelson.. Shl- 
loh, the operations near Corrinth, at 
Vicksburg, at Lookout Mountain, at 
Missionary Ridge. But at Rmggold, 
it was lost-;—lost without dishonor, 
and captured with honor. 'Each regi- 
ment there found foemen worthy of 
his steel. I do not know the losses 
of the First Arkansas regiment. But 
I do know that the ?6th 'regiment jn 
about 10 minutes lost 52 out of the 
200 engaged, in killed and wounded.

(By Ernest Cornell.) 


The 76th Ohio Volunteer Infan- 


try today, is holding its 38th annual 
reunion. Surviving members of the 
First Arkansas Infantry 
presented 


to the Licking county boya the old 
regimental 
colors 
captured 
from 


them at Ringgold, Georgia, on the 
27th day of November, 1863. This 
is an event of an unusual 
signifi- 


cance, and one full of sentiment and 
memories of the past.
